REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
could be found to teach all of the claimed limitations. In particular, no prior art could be 
found to teach the claimed calculation of a compressed representation of a frame 
counter value by removing from the frame counter value a component equal to the 
sequence counter value. In addition no prior art could be found to teach the claimed 
generation and transmission of a sequence counter value without a frame counter 
value. Wherein upon receipt of the sequence counter value, it is possible to retrieve 
both the frame counter value and the sequence counter value from the previously 
stored frame counter value, based on the received sequence counter value.
